Inhale Exhale 
In Jail 

Smoking may be hazardous 
to your health, especially lfyouj 
aie attending a basketball game. 

The warning that is carried 
on cigarette packs was put to 
the test Saturday by a student 
the test Saturday by a UTM 
studett wtille attending the game 
at Bethel. When this young 
man started smoking a cigar¬ 
ette, a state trooper stormed 
through the bleachers and 
grabbed hlin. He removed the 
student from the gym and told 
him not to come back. 

The student asked the officer 
if he couldn’t go back and get 
his coat or even go back In 
and watch the game if he 
didn’t smoke anymore. The 
officer stated he had a place 
for the student to keep warm 
If he liked.

This victim of the cold 
got a friend's shirt, put it 
on, and reentered the building. 
This time the officer was not 
so polite, comparatively speak¬ 
ing. He motioned the student 

down, stating that if he didn’t 
come down he would come get 
him. The student was put in 
a squad car, and he spent the 
next few hours in jail, charged 
with disorderly conduct (or 
watching a ballgame). He had 
to pay an $18.50 appearance 
bond. 

The student was mistreated. 
The whole matter could have 
been handled much more dis¬ 
creetly. A person from the 
Bethel side of the gym was 
also told to stop smoking, but 
was not; thrown from the ball- 
game or taken to jail. 

Evidently, only one officer 
was on duty during the game. 
Two other, highway patrolmen 
were more interested In the 
contest on the floor,knot who 
was or wanwasn’t obeying the 
no smoking signs. A battery 
of local police from McKenzie 
were on the premises plus at 
least one deputy sheriff. 

Harassment ts an attitude 
which inspires unethical police 
conduct, and brutality is not a 
myth. It happens In this demo¬ 
cracy. Little wonder the public 
conception of law enforcement 
seems to have plunged to the 
nadir.

said. "This is reflected ln rel¬ 
atively smaller appropriations 
for higher education ln the va¬ 
rious state legislatures due to 
public pressure. 

This ls the main reason for 
the UTM YAF petition drive— 
to reassure the state legislature 
and the general public that the 
majority of students do not sup¬ 
port the actions of a radical 
minority which have tried to 
tear down the university system 
across the nation.”

THE HARD-HITTING mid¬ 
dle linebacker and captain of 
the last season Vols closed 
out a brilliant defensive ca¬ 
reer. 

Terry holds three school 
marks including most individual 
tackles in a game (21), most 
individual tackles for a sea¬ 
son (112), and most career tack¬ 
les (311). Along with lieing nam¬ 
ed to the first All-Conference 
defensive unit, he was selected 
by the league coaches as De¬ 
fensive Player of the Week in 
October for his 21-tackle per¬ 
formance against Tennessee 
Tech, 

GILTNER ALSO HOLDS the 
MSAC record for most tackles 
in a game and the number of 
individual hits in a season. 

‘ The selection of Terry to 
the AP-All-Amerira team is 
a final tribute to a fine col¬ 
lege athlete,” head coach Rob¬ 
ert Carroll said. 

“HE IS A SC PE R B team 
leader and the finest linebacker 
we have ever coached. It’s been 
a real pleasure having him in 
Orange and White for the last 
three vears,” commented Car- 
roll.

A SPECIAL COMMITTEE 
made up of ROTC cadets met 
for the second time this quar¬ 
ter to review the cadet haircut 
regulations. 

Open discussion was given by 
six cadets present for the Fri¬ 
day meeting. After the cadets 
reviewed last year’s specifi¬ 
cations with opinions from each 
cadet, they ratified last year’s 
standards as thorough and lib¬ 
eral, accepting them with a few 
administrative changes.

My View: A Dickens Of A Xmas

Outside of a fourth viewing of OLIVER!, SCROOGE was the 
best cinematic Christmas present 1 could possibly have wished 
for. 

IT IS A BIG, bounteous, bedazzling, berlbboned gift of 
cheer tied with a bow of haunting songs and wrapped in the 
trappings of a solid musical classic. Albert Finney turns in 
one of his finest performances as that wheezing, grasping, 
clutching, covetous old sinner, Ebenezer Scrooge. 

The setting of Charles Dick¬ 


ens’ London Is heart-stopping 
in its realism. A Currier and 
Ives Christmas card, It cap¬ 
tures the spirit of the season 
in the first two minutes. From 
then on. It snowballs and en¬ 
velopes anyone who still be¬ 
lieves in miracles with the 
magic of that very special time 
in December. 

LESLIE BRICUSSE, possibly 
the biggest one-man band since 
Lionel Bart, screenplayed the 
film as well as the music and 
lyrics. Mr. Bricusse seems in¬ 
capable of writing a bad score. 
His music and lyrics (with the 
help of Anthony Newley) made 
milestones erf STOP THE 
WORLD/1 WANT TO GET OFF, 
and THE ROAR OF THE 
GREASEPAINT/THE SMELL 
OF THE CROWD. Alone, he 
scored DOCTOR DOLITTLE 
and GOODBYE MR. CHIPS, as 
well as another Dickens musi¬ 
cal, PICKWICK. 

BOB CRATCHIT (David Col- 
lings), along with Tiny Tim 
and Kathy, sets the Christmas 
air to caroling with the film's 
second number “Christmas 
Children.’’ (“Christmas chil¬ 
dren peep into Christmas win¬ 
dows—See a world as pretty 
as a dream. Christmas trees 
and toys. Christmas hopes and 
joys. Christmas puddings rich 
with Christmas cream.”) 

Christmas-hating Scrooge is 
the kind of man who kicks stray 
do.s, threatens Cratchlt’s sit¬ 
uation, and lives on watery 
gruel. (“I hate people! People 
are despicable creatures: 
Loathsome, inexplicable crea¬ 
tures; Good-for-nothing kick- 

WALKING HOME that spec¬ 
ial Christmas Eve, he is mer¬ 
cilessly taunted by the town 
waifs. And it couldn’t happen to 
a more deserving victim. (“Fa¬ 
ther Christmas! Father Christ¬ 
mas! He’s the meanest man in 
the whole wide world; In the 
whole wide world! You can feel 


Of course, anyone who has 
even a nodding acquaintance of 
Mr. Dickens waits expectantly 
for the visit of Jacob Marley 
(Alec Guinness), and the three 
spirits, Christmas Past (Dame 
Edith Evans), Christmas Pres¬ 
ent (Kenneth More), and Christ¬ 
mas Future (Paddy Stone.) 

WITH THEM, he explores the 
world of his past, present, and 
future. Of the three, the scenes 
concerning his past are the most 
moving. A lonely little boy who 
grew up to be a lonely man 
forsaking his one true love for 
the golden idol of money. A 
man who grew old and cruel 
because he never allowed him¬ 
self to be loved. 

A man who weeps for a beau¬ 
tiful woman too late in time. 
(“I, who must travel on, What 
hope for me ? Dream where my 
past has gone. Live with a mem¬ 
ory. You—you were good for 
me. You were my day. Did all 
you could for me. I let you go 
away.”) 

WITH THE GHOST of Christ¬ 
mas Present, a little mellower 
Scrooge sees Christmas as 
more than just a day--its a 
state of mind, celebrated even 
by the poor. A day in which the 
poor like Bob Cratchit have 
hope, and the lame like Tiny 
Tim (Richard Beaumont) see 
a brighter future. (“On this 
beautiful winter’s morning.

RETURNED to the real world, 
Scrooge vows to begin again, 
and becomes one of the great¬ 
est gift givers of all times.

THE FOLLOWING capital 
outlay projects were approv¬ 
ed: Completion of the Engin¬ 
eering Physical Science Build¬ 
ing, $230,000; Expansion of the 
heating plant and correction of 
the air pollution problem, 
$500,000; Complete renova¬ 
tion of the Agriculture-Bio¬ 
logy Building, $525,000; con¬ 
struction of an Education, Home 
Economics, and Nursing 
Building, $3,000,000. 

The commission also ap¬ 
proved two other projects 
which will be paid for by 
rentals or student fees: Ex¬ 
pansion of the University Cen¬

A recent study here reveals three prime factors served to 
influence students to attend UTM during the fall quarter of 1970. 

ACCORDING TO Dr. Robert O. Riggs, director of educational 
development and research, the study was initiated to determine 
factors influencing matriculation of first quarter freshmen. 

Survey results will be used by ■■■ 

admission officers, faculty and administrators In planning for 

future school developments. 

Based on a ten percent sam¬ 
ple of the 1,087 new freshmen. 
Dr. Riggs said 88 of 183 
(48 percent) responded to mail¬ 
ed questionnairs. 

AMONG THE FACTORS In¬ 
fluencing students to enroll 
here, the relative low cost of 
attending the University re¬ 
ceived favorable response from 
a majority. Forty-two students 
said nearness to their homes 
was the single most important 
factor, 17 noted that attending 
UTM was less expensive than 
other institutions to which they 
were accepted, and nine re¬ 
sponded that better financial as¬ 
sistance was available at UTM

Last year police protection 
cost $81,000. This year, ac¬ 
cording to the Treasurer’s Re¬ 
port, the budget was raised to 
$110,800. This 37 per cent in¬ 
crease has allowed the UTM 
crime rate to remain relatively 
stable. 

This $110,800 amounts to$25 
per student which is about what 
Knoxville spends. However, it 
Is slightly more than the Uni¬ 
versity of Tennessee at Chat¬ 
tanooga. 

The most serious problem Is 
theft in the residence halls, ac¬ 
cording to Ed White, Director 
of Safety and Security. He said 
that damage to dorms rose from 
$761 fall quarter, 1969 to $891 
this year. The most noticeable 
jump was indamagetoUTprop- 
erty — up to $372 from $196 
last year. The total loss from 
theft—vending machines, stu¬ 
dents, tape players, etc. — was 
$2,645 for the past quarter.

“took a lesson” from the com¬ 
puter console, which includes 
a high-fidelity sound system, 
a closed-circuit television 
screen and keyboard, all con¬ 
nected to a piano. The student 
receives instructions from the 
computer, then turns to his 
piano to play keys indicated 
by lights. The multi-faceted 
console not only provides aud 
io-visual instruction, but also 
interrogates and advises the 
student in question and an 
swer format. 

Initially developed some 
seven years ago, the patented 
system already has taught 
thousands of persons of all 
ages. As an example of its 
speed and effectiveness, a pu¬ 
pil can learn to play "Autumn 
Leaves” with both hands by 
the third lesson. 

Williams said teaching by 
the electronic computer con- 
sole will be done in his Inter 
national Music Centers now 
being licensed throughout the 


sic Corporation, of which he is 
a director and prominent 
stockholder. 

He said he is dismayed that 
more pianos were sold in the 
U.S. in 1920 than in 1969. "We 
believe our program will 
change that. In my 15 years as 
a professional artist, I’ve look 
ed at dozens of courses and 
methods of piano and organ 
instruction programs presen¬ 
ted for my endorsement. 

“But you can’t get any spec¬ 
ific teaching methods across 
because every teacher has his 
own individual ideas and dis¬ 
cipline. 

"Our computer method is a 
short cut. At the end of each 
lesson at the center, the stu¬ 
dent has absorbed the right 
material and mastered it. Then 
he is given a copyrighted book 
of all he has learned and prac 
tices a half hour daily before 
the next lesson. At the end 
of the course, the student can 
choose to specialize in classi¬ 
cal, pop or rock playing. 

"We don’t Intend to turn 
out Rubinsteins, of course. We 
want people to play for their 
own enjoyment — and amaze 
ment," Williams concluded.
